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PREFACE. 



Whilb 8o many guides to the knowledge of God's 
word, and the design of the Christian religion, are daily 
issuing from the press, it is surprising that the followmg 
Catechism should have heen so long overlooked, or 
allowed to remain in a state of comparative ohscurity : 
since, for its comprehensiveness, and excellent methodical 
arrangement, it claims at least an equal attention with 
any work of the same kind hitherto composed, em- 
bracing the whole Christian doctrine and practice, yet free 
from that difiPiiseness which is the usual fault of many 
Catechisms of a similar nature. 

As the original is not universally known, nor was 
often to be met with before its first publication in the 
" Sylloge Confessionum Fidei," by the University, some 
account of it appears necessary. 



IV 

It was written at the iiistigation and under the autho- 
rity of Frederic III. Elector Palatine, by Zachary Urainus,* 
and Caspar Olevian, to whom some have added, but 
without sufficient reason, Peter Boquine and Immanuel 
Tremellius ; and after having been submitted to a strict 
examination, and improved of by the inspectors of the 
different churches in the Palatinate, it was then autho- 
rized to be published. It made its first appearance at 
Heidelberg in the year 1563, and hence obtained the name 
of the "Palatinate," or " Heidelberg Catechism." It 
recommended itself by its concise method, its perspicuity, 
and its excellent adaptation of the words of Scripture, 
and was received not only in Germany, but also in Bel- 
gium, Hungary, and Switzerland. It had, however, 
many opponents, who strongly attacked it in their 
writings, amongst 'whom may be reckoned Angelus de 
Monte Bello; Coppenstein, and Theodosius Comhert, 
but whose animadversions were all answered and ably re- 
futed by John Gerobulus, minister of one of the churches 
at Utretcht, and Arnold Cornelius and Reiner Dontecloeck, 
ministers of Delft. Amidst aU its opponents, however, 
it made its way, and at last became triumphant in Hol-

land, and was approved of and sanctioned by the national 
synod of Dort» A. D. 1618»* and received amongst the 

* There were two synods held at Dort ; the first was in the 
year 1674, held by the ministers of Holland and Zeland, with- 
out the consent of the States ; bnt they asserted that the Prince 
of Orange had given them leave to meet. Those divines made 
several decrees ; among other things they ordered, " That the 
Heidelberg Catechism should be taught in all churches— 4hat 
the nunisters should subscribe the confession of faith of the 
low countries— that all school-oiasters should sign that confes- 
sion, submit to the discipline, and teach children the said Gate* 
chism-^that those who were to be admitted into the ministry, 
should be asked whether they believe that the Bible contains 
all doctrines necessary to salvation, which are to be found 
summarily in the Catechism, and are fkithfiilly taught in the re-^^ 
formed churches.'* After this the clergy left nothing unat- 
tempted to prevent the revision of the Confession of Faith, and 
of the Catechism ; which contributed also to retard the Convo- 
calioii of a national synod, contemplated under the authority of 
the States. Some were very vehement in defending the Cate- 
chism. In the synod of South Holland, which was held at 
Delft, in the year 1607, some ministers cried out, " We will 
live and die with the Confession of Faith, and the Catechism.*' 
That assembly asked some ministers the following question : 
** Do you acknowledge, that whatever is contained in the Con- 
fession and the Catechism, both as to the sense and expression, 
does perfectty agree with the Holy Scriptures ?*' Others, 
however, were not so attached to it. The favourers of Goma- 
Ms said that Arminius and Uytenbogart had advised the States 
not to consent to the convocation of a national synod, but upon 
condition that the Confession *of Faith and the Catechism should 
be first revised. The same divines maintained that it was 
dangerous to admit any person into the ministry, without 
obliging him to submit to these two formularies. The synod 
of North Holland, held at Horn, in the year following, also

A. Three. First, The greatness of my sin and 
misery. Secondly, The means whereby I may be 
delivered from all sin and misery. Thirdly, The 
gratitude which is due to God for such a deliver- 
ance.

4. Q. What does the law of God require of 
you? 

A. Christ hath taught us that in the following 
words : — '' Love the Lord thy God with all thy 
heart, and with all thy soul, with all thy thought, 
and with all thy strength; that is the first and 
greatest commandment; and the second is like 
unto it: — Love thy neighbour as thyself; for on 
these two commandments hang all the law and the 
prophets." J 

5. Q. Are you able to observe, all these com- 
mandments of God faithfully ? 

A. By no means. For I am by nature inclined 

to hate God, and my neighbour aiso,^ 

6. Q. Did then God at the beginning make man 
so wicked and perverse ? 

A. He did not : nay, more, he made him good,* 
and after his own image ;™ that is. He endowed 



God forbid. But sin, that it might appear sin, working death 
in me by that which is good ; that sin by the commandment 
might become exceeding sinful.

/ A. From the fall and disobedience of our first 
parents, Adam and Eve ; ° hence our nature is so 
depraved, that all of us are conceived and bom in 
sin.o 

8. Q. Are we really so corrupt that we are in- 
capable of doing good, but are prone to evil ? 

A. Certainly,? unless we be regenerated by the 
Holy Spirit.*!

9. Q. Then does not God act unjustly to man, 
since he demands from him in the law what he is 
unable to perform ? 

A. By no means. For God had made man 
such, that he was perfectly able to perform these 
things/ but he, by the advice of the devil," and his 
own wilfulness, deprived himself and all his pos- 
terity of these divine gifts.^ 

. 10. Q. Does God then permit this disobedience 
of man to go unpunished ? 

A. By no means. He is fearfully wrath with us 
both on account of our indwelling sins,« as well as 
those which we ourselves commit;^ and with a 

name of the Lord Jesus and by the Spirit of our God. 1 Cor. vu 
1 1. Now if any man hav« not the Spirit of Christ he is none 
of his. Rom. Tiii. 9. If any man be in Christ he is a new 
creature; old things are passed away; behold all things are 
become new. That ye put off the old man, which is corrupt, 
and be renewed in the spirit of your mind; and that ye 
put on the new man, which is created in righteousness and 
true holiness. Eph. iv. 22, 24. The law of the spirit of life 
in Christ hath made me free from the law of sin and death. 
Rom. Yiii. 2.

A. He is indeed merciful,* but he is also just ; » 
wherefore his justice demands that whatsover is 
committed against his supreme majesty shall be 
atoned for by the greatest, that is, eternal punish" 
ments both of soul and body.**

ON MAN S ABSOUJTION. 



12. Q. Since then, by the just judgment of God, 
we are liable both to temporal and eternal punish- 
ments, is there no means or way remaim'ng whereby 
we may be delivered from these punishments, and 
be reconciled to God ? 

A. God will have his justice satisfied,* wherefore 
it is necessary that we render satisfaction either by 
ourselves or by another. 

IS. Q. Are we able to make that satisfaction by 
means of ourselves ? 

A. By no means. Nay, rather, we are increasing 
our debt every day.b 

14. Q. Is there any creature in heaven or earth, 
who is only a creature, able to make satisfaction 
for us ? 

• I will not justify the wicked. Exod. xxiii. 7. Seeing it i» 
a righteoos thing with God to recompense tribulation to them 
that trouble you. 2 Thess. i. 6. The soul that sinneth^ it shaU 
die. Ezek. xviii. 4. I will do unto them after their way, and 
according to their deserts will I j[udge them ; and they shaU 
know that I am the Lord. Ezek. vii. 27. 

^ If thou. Lord, shouldest mark iniquities, O Lord, who 
shall stand. Ps. cxxx. 3 The flesh lusteth against the Spirit, 
and the Spirit against the flesh ; and these are contrary the one 
to the other, so that ye cannot do the things that ye would.

A. There is none. For first, God will not pu- 
nish in any other creature,^ that sin which man 
committed. And fiirther, that which is but a mere 
creature is unable to endure the wrath of God 
against sin, and deliver others from it.<^ 

15. Q. What kind of mediator, then, and deli- 
verer must we seek for ? 

A. Such a one as is very man,« and perfectly 
just,' and yet in power above all creatures, that is, 
who also is very God. 

16. Q. Why is it necessary that he be very man, 
and perfectly just too ? 

e Behold all souU are mine ; as the soul of the father so 
also the soul of the son is mine ; the soul that sinneth it shall 
die. Ezek. xniL 4w And onto Adam he said. Because thou hast 
hearkened unto the voice of thy mfe, and hast eaten of the 
tree of which I commanded thee, saying, thou shalt not eat of 
it ; cursed is the ground for thy sake; in sorrow shalt thou eat 
of it all the days of thy life. Gen. iii. 17. 'Hie soul that sin- 
neth it shall die. The son shall not hear the iniquity of the 
father, neither shall the father bear the iniquity of the son. 
Ezek. xviii. 20. 

^ Who can stand before his indignation ? and who can abide 
in the fierceness of his anger ? his fury is poured out like fire> 
and the rocks are thrown down by him.

A. That he might, by the power of his divine 
nature^i sustain in his flesh i the burden of God's 
wraih,k and might recover and restore unto us that 
righteousness and life which we lost.^

A. 1. I believe in God the Father Almighty, 
maker of heaven and earth.

4. Suffered under Pontius Pilate, was crucified, 
dead, and buried ; he descended into hell ; 

5. The third day he rose again from the dead ; 

6. He ascended into heaven, and sitteth at the 
right hand of God the Father Almighty: 

7. From thence he shall come to judge the 
quick and the dead.

24. Q. Into how many parts is this creed di- 
vided ? 

A. Into three parts. The first is, of God the 
eternal Father, and our creation. The second is, 
of God the Son, and our redemption. The third 
is, of God the Holy Ghost, and our sanctification. 

25. Q. Since there is only one divine essence or 
being,' why do you name these three, the Father, 
the Son, and the Holy Ghost ? 

A. Because God hath so manifested himself in 
his word,§ that these three distinct persons are that 
one true and everlasting God. 



* Hear, O Israel; the Lord our God is one Lord. Deat'Ti. 4. 
There is none other God bat one. 1 Cor. nii. 4. Isa. xliv. 6.

t And Jesus, when he was baptized, went up straightway out 
of the water; and, lo, the heavens were opened unto liim, and he 
saw the Spirit of God descending like a dove, and lighting 
upon him ; and, 1«, a voice from heaven, saying.

For 
by one offering he hath perfected for ever them that are sancti- 
fied. Heb. X. 14. 

' Christ hath redeemed us from the curse of the law, being 
made a curse for us ; for it is written. Cursed is every one that 
hangeth on a tree. Gal. iii. 13. Who hath delivered us from 
the power of darkness, and hath translated us into the kingdom 
of his dear Son, in whom we have redemption through his 
blood, even the forgiveness of sins. Col. i. 13, 14. Neither by 
the blood of goats and calves, but by his own blood he entered 
once into the holy place, having obtained eternal redemption 
for us. Heb. ix. 12. Forasmuch as ye know that ye were not 
redeemed with corruptible things, as silver and gold, from your 
vain conversation received by tradition from your fathers ; but 
vdth the precious blood of Christ, as of a lamb veithout spot or 
blemish. 1 Pet. i. 18, 19.

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38. Q. For what reason should he suffer under 
Pontius Pilate as his judge ? 

A. That he being condemned innocent before 
a political judge,** might deUver us from the judg- 
ment of God, which awaited all men.i 

39. Q, But is there any thing more implied

A. Because the justice and truth of God could 
be satisfied for our sins by no other means than by 
the very death of the Son of God.i 

41. Q. Why was he buried also? 

A. To prove that he was really dead.°* 
4&. Q. But since Christ died for us^ why is it 
necessary that we should die also ? 

A. Our death is not a satisfaction for our

We have an advocate with the 
Father, Christ Jesus the righteous. 1 John ii. 1. 

y Ye men of Galilee, why ^tand ye gazing up into heaven ? 
this same Jesus, which is taken up from you into heaven, shall 
so come in like manner as ye have seen him go into heaven. 
Acts i. 11. He commanded us to testify that it was he which 
was ordained of God to! be the judge of quick and dead. 
Acts X. 42. And then shaU appear . the sign of the Son of 
man in heaven; and then shall all the tribes of the earth 
mourn, and they shall see the Son of man coming in the clouds 
of heaven with power and great glory.

A. Not because I please God by the worthiness 
of my faith ; but because the sole atonement^ ri^te- 
ousness^ and holiness of Christ, is considered before 
God as mine ; ^ and by no* other means than by 
faith am I able to receive it, or apply it to my- 
self.'' 

6!^. Q. Why are not all your good works capable 
rf justifying you, or of becoming a part of your 
justification ? 

A. Because that righteousness which must sub- 
sist before the judgment of God, must be in all 



hath set fortiti to be a propitiation through faith in his blood, to 
declare his righteousness for the remission of sins that are 
past, through the forbearance of God. Therefore we conclude 
that a man is justified by faith without the deed of the law.

64. Q. But does not this doctrine render men 
careless and profane ? 

A. No. For they who are grafted into Christ by 
faith, must of necessity bring forth the fruits of 
thankfulness.^

66. Q. What are the sacraments ? 

A. They are sacred and visible signs and seals, 
ordained by God himself for this cause, that he

67. Q. Do not the word and the sacrament tend 
to lead our faitl^ to the sacrifice of Christ on the 
tros^, as to the only ground of our salvation? 

A. Yes. For the Holy Spirit teaches us, by 
the gospel, and assures us by the sacraments, that 
the salvation of all rests on this one sacrifice of 
Christ, offered for us on the cross.®

and drink of our soul^ whereby it is nourished io 
eternal life ;k but much more, that by this risible 
sign and pledge he may assure us that we are 
as verily partakers of his body and blood, through 
the working of the Holy Ghost, as we are of the 
outward elements of the bread and wine, which we

86. Q. Since we are delivered from all our sins 
and miseries, not by any merit of om* own, but by 
the mercy of God only for Christ's sake, why should 
we do any good works ? 

A. Because, since Christ hath redeemed us by 
his blood, and reneweth us also by his Spirit to the 
image of himself, we ought, after receiving such 
great benefits, to shew ourselves all our life time 
thankful to God,* and to praise and honour him; ^ 

• Neither, yield ye yoar members as instruments of nnrigbte. 
oasnest unto sin ; but yield yourselves unto God, as those thai 
are. alive from the dead, and your members as instruments i^ 
zighteonanesa unto God. Rom. tI. 13. I beseech yoii, therefore, 
brethren, by the mercies of God, that ye present your bodies a 
Uving sacrifice, holy, acceptable unto God, which is your re»* 
soaable serrioe. And be not conformed to this world ; but be 
ye transformed by the renewing of your mind, that ye may 
prove what is that good, and acceptable, and perfect wiU of 
God. Rom. zii. 1, 3. For ye are bought with a price ; there- 
fore glorify God in your body, and in your spirit, which are 
God's. I Cor. vi. 20. Ye also, as lively stones^ are built up a 
spiritual house, an holy priesthood, to offer up sacrifices, accept- 
able to God by Jesus Christ 1 Peter ii. 5, 9. 

k Let your light so shine before men, that they may see your 
good works, and glorify your Father which is in heaven. Matt 
v. 16. Having your coovertation.'honest amoiig the Gentiles; 
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seeondljr^ that each of lu may be assured of his 
faith, by his fruit*' And, lastly, that by our own 
uprightness of conduct, we may win others unto 
Christ' 

87. Q. Cannot they, then, be saved who are 
ungrateful, and, remaining still in their sins, are not 
eouTerted from wickedness unto God ? 

A. By Bo means. For as the scripture testifieth, 
neither fornicators, nor idolaters^ nor thieves, nor 
covetous men, nor dnmkards, nor slanderers, nor 
extortioners, shall inherit the kingd(Hn of Grod.*

For thus 
saith the high and lofty One that inhabiteth eternity, whose 
name is Holy. Isa. Ivii. 15. The Lord's name is to be praised. 
Ps. cxiii. 3. 

" Whosoever, therefore, shaU confess me before men, him 
^riU I confess also before my Father which is in heayen. 
Matt X. 32. That if thou shalt confess with thy mouth the 
Lord Jesus, and shalt believe in thine heart that God hath 
raised him from the dead, thou shalt be saved. For with the 
heart man believeth unto righteousness : and with the mouth 
eonfession is made unto salvation. Rom. x. 9, 10. 

• And call upon me in the day of trouble : I will deliver thee, 
and thou shalt glorify me. Ps. 1. 15. For whosoever shall call 
upon the name of the Lord, shall be saved. Rom. x. 13. I 
will therefore that men pray every where, lifting up holy hands, 
without wrath and doubting. 1 Tim. ii. 8. 1 Pet. iii. 15. 

V Whatsoever ye do in word or deed, do all in the name of 
the Lord Jesus, giving thanks to God and the Father by him. 
Col. iii. 17. 1 Tim. vi. 1. Rom.ii. 24. 

4 And if a soul sin, and hear the voice of swearing, and is a 
witness, whether he hath seen or known of it ; if he do not 
utter it, then he shall bear his iniquity. Lev. v. 1. Prov.

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wherefore he threatens pumshment to all who use 
it with irreverence.' 

101. Q. May any one swear also religiously and 
lawfully by the name of God ? 

A. Yes; either when the magistrate exacts it, 
or when necessity requires, by this means, the failii 
and truth of any man or thing to be ratified and 
established, whereby both the glory of God may be 
advanced, and the safety of others procured,* and 



' Whosoever curseth his God shall bear his sin. And he 
that blasphemeth the name of the Lord, he shall surely be put 
to death, and all the congregation shall certainly stone him ; as 
well the stranger as he that is born in the land, when he bla»- 
phemeth the name of the Lord, shall be put to death. Lev. 
xxiv. 15, 16. Zech. v. 3, 4. 

" Thou shalt fear the Lord thy God ; him shalt thou serve, 
and to him shalt thou cleave, and swear by his name. Deut. x. 
"20. ^nd I made them swear by God. Neh. xiii. 25. Hear ye 
this, O house of Jacob, which swear by the name of the Lord. 
Isa. xlviii. 1. He that sweareth in the earth shaU swear by the 
God of truth. Isa. Ixv. 16. I will make thee swear by the 
Lord, the God of heaven, and the God of the earth, that thou 
shalt not take a wife unto my son of the daughters of the Ga- 
naanites, among whom I dweU. Gen. xziv. 3. And he said* 
Swear unto me by God, that thou wilt neither kill me, nor 
deliver me into the hands of my master, and I will bring thee 
down to this company. 1 Sam. xxx. 15. I swear by myself, 
saith the Lord, Jer. xxii. 5. For when God made promise to 
Abraham, because he could swear by no greater, he sware by 
himself. For men verily swear by tiie greater ; and an oath 
for confirmation is to them an end of all strife. Wherein God, 
willing more abundantly to shew unto the heirs of promise the 
immutability of his counsel, confirmed it by an oath. Heb. vi. 
13, 16, 17. 
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Iberefore was well used by the fathers both of 'the 
old and the new covenantt 

108. Q. Is it lawful to swear by saints, or any 
other creatures ? 



« Now^therefore swear unto me here by God, that thou wUt 
not deal falsely vdih xne, nor with my son, nor with my son's 
son ; but according to the kindness that I have done unto thee; 
thou shalt do unto me, and to the land wherein thou hast 
sojourned. And Abraham said, I will swear.. Gen. xxi. S3, 24. 
The God of Abraham, and the God of Nahor, the God of their 
father, judge betwixt us. And Jacob sware by the fear of his 
father Isaac. Gen. xxxi. 53. And 'I will make thee swear by 
the Lord, the God of heaven, and the God of the earth, that 
thou shall not take a wife unto my son of the daughters. of the 
Canaanites, among whom I dwell. Gen. xxiv. 3. And Joshua 
made peace with them, and made a league with them to let them 
^ live ; and the princes of the congregation sware unto them. 
Joshua ix. 15. The Lord judge between me and thee, and the 
Lord avenge me of thee : but mine hand shall not be upon thee. 
I Sam. xxiv. 12. And when all the people came to cause 
David to eat meat while it was yet day, David sware, saying. 
So do God to me, and more also, if I taste bread, or ought else, 
till the sun be down. 2 Sam. iii. 35. And the king sware, and 
said. As the Lord liveth, that hath redeemed my soul out of all 
distress, even as I sware unto thee by the Lord God of Israel, 
saying. Assuredly Solomon, thy son, shall reign after me, and he 
shall sit upon my throne in my stead : even so will I certainly 
do this day. 1 Kings i. 29, 30. For God is my witness, whom 
I serve with my spirit in the gospel of his Son, that without 
ceasing I make mention of you always in my prayers. Rom. 
i. 9. And the high priest'answe]:ed and said unto him, I adjure 
thee by the living God, that thou tell us whether thou be the 
Christ, the Son of God. Jesus saith unto him. Thou hast said. 
Matt. xxvi. 63, 64. I say the truth in Christ, I lie not, my con- 
science also bearing me witness in the Holy Ghost, that I have 
great heaviness and continual sorrow at my heart. Rom. ix. 1, 2. 
I call God for a record upon my soul, that to spare you T came 
not as yet unto Corinth. 2 Cor. i. 23. 
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A. No. For a lawful oath is an invocation o^' 
God^ in which; as the only searcher of hearts^ Yl^g 
is called upon to give his testimony to the truths 
and to punish the swearer^ if he wilfully speaks 
faLse.^ But this honour can suit no created 
being.^ 

103. What does God enjoin in the fourth com- 
mandment ? 

A. First, that the ministry of the gospel, and 
public service of God, should be perpetually main- 
tained;^ and that I, both at other times, and 
especially on holy days, should studiously frequent 
religious assemblies,* hear the word of God diii-

no power but of God ; the powers that be are ordained of Grod. 
Whosoever therefore resisteth the power, resisteth the ordi- 
nance of God : and they that resist shall receive to themselves 
damnation. Wherefore ye must needs be subject Rom. xiii. 
1.2,5. 

« Hearken unto thy father that begat thee, and despise not 
thy mother when she is old. Prov. xxiii. 22. Servants, be sub- 
ject to your masters with all fear ; not only to the good and 
gentle, but also to the forward. 1 Pet. ii. 18. Tit. iii* 1, 2. a^ 
ii. 9, 10. 

' And ye, masters, ''do the same things unto them, forbearing 
threatening ; knowing that your Master also is in heaven ; nei- 
ther is there respect of persons with him. Eph. vi. 9. Whoso- 
ever therefore resisteth the power, resisteth the ordinance of 
God : and they that resist shall receive to themselves damna- 
tion. For rulers are not a terror to good works, but to the evil. 
Wilt thou then not be afraid of the power ? do that which is good, 
and thou shalt have praise of the same : for he is the minister 
of God to thee for good. But if thou do that which is evil, be 
afraid ; for he beareth not the sword in vain, for he is the 
minister of God, a revenger to execute wrath upon him that 
doeth eviL Wherefore ye must needs be subject, not only for 
wrath, but also for conscience sake. For this cause pay ye 
tribute also : for they are God's ministers, attending contin- 
ually upon this very thing. Render, therefore, to aU their 
dues : tribute to whom tribute is due : custom to whom cus- 
tom : fear to whom fear ; honour to whom honour. Rom. xiii. 
2—7.

revenge.^ Furthermore^ that I should not injure 
myself^ nor cast myself wilfully into any danger.^ 
Wherefore, for the prevention of murder, Grod

A. It is not For when God condemns anger^ 
envy, and hatred, he requires that we should love 
our nei^bour as ourselves ;^ and that we should 
use towards him all humanity, P gaitleness, courtesy , 
patience,q and mercy/ and avert from him, in as 

o Thoa shalt love thy neighbour as thyself. Matt xxii. 39. 
Theiefore all things whatsoeyer ye wonld that men should do 
to yon, do ye even so to them. Matt Yii. 12. Be kindly af- 
fectioned one to another with brotherly love. Rom. zii. 10. 
Love -worketh no ill to his neighboor ; therefore love is the ful- 
filling of the law. Kom. xiii. 10. Te are taught of God to love 
one another. 1 Thess. iv. 9. He who loveth God, love his bro- 
ther also. 1 John iv. 21. 1 Pet i. 22. 

p With all lowliness and meekness, with long suffering, for- 
bearing one another in love. Eph. iv. 2. If it be possible, as 
much as lieth in you, live peaceably with all men. Rom. xii. 18* 
Brethren, if a man be overtaken in a fault, ye which are spi- 
ritual, restore such an one in the spirit of meekness ; consider- 
ing thyself, lest fhou also be tempted.

108. Q. What is the pieaning of the seventh 
commandment? 

A. That God holds in execration all dishonesty 
and filthiness^^ and therefore we also ought utterly 
to hate and detest it^^ and contrariwise, live tern* 



forgave you, so also do ye. And above aU these things put on 
charity, which is the bcnid of perfectness. CoL iii 12—14. 

* If thou 'see the ass of him that hateth.ihee lying under his 
burden, and wouldest forbear to help him, thou shalt surely 
help him. If thou meet thine enemy's ox or his ass going 
astray, thou shalt surely bring it back to him again. Ezod. 
xziii. 4» 5. This also were an iniquity to be punished by the 
judge : for I should have denied the God that is above. If I 
rejoiced at the destruction of him that hated me, or lifted up 
myself when evil found him : neither have I sufieied my soul 
to sin by wishing a curse to his soul.

And there- 
fore he forbids such deeds, gestures, words,*

Ofaost ^ich is in yon, which ye hare of God, and ye are not 
your own ? For ye are bought with a price ; therefore glorify 
Ood in your body, and in your spirit, which are God's. 1 Cor. 
vi. 18 — 20, Be not deceived: eril communications corrupt 
good manners* I Cor. xr. 33. And be not drunk with wine, 
wherein is excess ; but be filled with the Spirit Eph. y. 18. 
1 Pet. iii. 3. 

• Ye have heard that it was said by them of old time. Thou 
shalt not commit adultery : but I say unto you, That whosoever 
looketh on> Woman to lust after her hath committed adultery 
with her already in his heart Matt. v. 37, 38.

For we know that the law 
is spiritual ; but I am carnal, sold under sin. For that which 
I do I allow not ^ for what I would, that I do not -, but what I 
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sire and constantly endeavour to hre, not only ac-

115. Q. l¥hyj then^ will God have his law so 
exactly and severely preadied^ seeing there is no 
man^ in this life ^ who is able to observe it ? 

A. Firsts That all our life time we should have 
more reason to perceive and acknowledge the great 
proneness of our nature to sm^^ and should so

A. Because it is an especial part of that grati- 
tude which God requires of us.z And also because 
God gives his grace and holy Spirit only to those 
who^ with faith and unfeigned sorrow^ beg them 

For which cause we faint not, but thougkour outward man pe- 
rish, yet the inward man is renewed day »y day. For our light 
affliction, which is but for a moment, worketii for us an eter- 
nal weight of glory ; while we look not on the things which 
are seen, but at the things which are not seen ; for the things 
^which are seen are temporal, but the things which are not seen 
are eternal. 2 Cor. iv. 16—18. Therefore, my beloved brethren^ 
be ye stedfast,,unmoveable, always abounding in the work of 
the Lord, for as much as ye know that your labour is not in 
Tain in the Lord. 1 Cor. xr. 58.
